EDITORIAL VISITS. 


We have visited the desert, silvorsbear- 
ing State of Nevada, and now, borne away 
upon the waters to the north, we seek the’ 
forest timber regions of Washington Terri- 
tory. In asmall steamer, called the Active, | 
the stillest, staunchest ocean boat we ever 
tried, with a fine and genérous commander, 
Capt. Windsor, we are brought safely into 
the straits of Fuca in just five days to an. 
hour from San Francisco. 

All the afternoon of a calm, pleasant day 
we are steaming up these straits for seventy ° 
miles to the east, with the lofty, snow-clad 
Olympia range upon our right, while, to our 
left is the island of Vancouver, a dark, va- 
ried region of forest-covered and rocky 
mountains. Every moment of the time is 
improved in viewing on either side the 
splendid scenery, till just. after five in the 
evening we turn in between rugged points, 


along a narrow strip of deep water, wind- | 
ing between rocky headlands and beautiful | 
shores till we’draw near the wharf of Vic- | 
well built, but] | 


toria. This substantial, 
rather quiet English city occupies the most 


lovely and romantic site we have ever seen. | 


The many stately mansions in its immedi- 
ate Vicinity, built in the finest style and 
surrounded by tasteful gardens, together 
with the. substantial portions of the city 
itself, give the whole place an air of wealth 
and pride in harmony with the’ idea of 
English aristocracy. 


About the locked-up harbor. are ‘many | 


jutting headlands, with bold fronts, perhaps 
thirty feet above the waters, most: admira- 
ble and romantic places for tasteful resi- 
dences. - Nothing like it have we ever seen 
elsewhere. Boats are. so arranged in run- 
ning up the Sound, going and returning but 


once a week, that we were told.on leaving |. 


the steamer that there was but one day to 
stop, unless we took a week. Hence we 
laid our plan for the most successful im- 
provement of time and the fullest possible 
acquaintance with the features of the city. 


The business of the place seems decided- 
ly to have fallen off during the last two or 
three years, but yet there appeared a good 
healthy amount of trade. Eleven steam- 
boats, we were told—reckoning all kinds— 
tun from here to other parts of the British 
possessions, besides those plying in Ameri- 
can waters and touching here. The min- 
ing interests. of the interior country seem 
improving and also permanent, so that some. 


likely to be shipped from here this’ year. 
Still all complained of dull times, and freely | 
spoke of possible means of i improving them. 
And among others we were surprised to 
hear expressed by many British subjects a 
decided wish for annexation to the Ameri- 
can Republic! ‘Their: business interests 
and their tastes demand: such a consumma- 
tion. | 

A number characterized the management 
of affairs by the home government as de- 
cidedly bad. We met the able and zealous 
pastor of the Presbyterian church, Rev.

Cheap‘ones can be constructed of hard w 
inch boards, with zinc, tin or galvanized 


iron bottoms. One can be constructed of 


hard wood and zinc, fourteen feet long, three 
feet wide, eighteen inches deep, with bot- 
tom arranged for cooling’ the whey by a 
flow of cold water, for about twenty dollars, 
and it will hold the whey of 145 cows. 


Five such vats will easily hold the whey of 


600 cows, and-one extra hand in the factory 
will do the work of manufacturing the but- 
ter.’ The vats should be convenient to 
the cheese’ ¥ats, in order to drain the whey 
into them as it rans from the curd, and to 
let on cold.water under and around the vats. 
Tbe skimmer used is shaped like a small 
shovel, square in front, without holes, or 
but very small ones, to prevent. the cream 
from running through, with handle like oth- 
er skimmers. To extract the butter, take 


a veSsél of Zinc, or at least with a- 


zine bottom, about fifteen inches high, three | 


. feet wide, and as long as you please ; set } 


the, vessel in cold water and then put in the 
whey; put in a handful-of salt to every 
gallon. of whey, During the first two hours 
stir it up thoroughly fromthe bottom every 
fifteen minutes ; afterward let it.stand quiet 
for about twenty hours longer and then skim 
it.

In the June i of the Valley Yarm- 
er, for. 1860, if'an article on setting fence | 
posts, the writer quotes from the Genesee 
Farmer the experience of one of its corres-

About thirty years ago I, to test- the 
thing, split two bar posts, side by side, out 
of a chestnut log. They were eight feet 
long, eight’ inches wide, and three inches 
thick...

At the end of ten years the one set 
butt down was rotted off, and I reset it in 
the same hole. At the end of six years it 
was rotted off again, and IT put in a new. 
one. .The other lasted four years longer, 
when ‘it got split in two, and I took it out, 
and it was about two-thirds rotted off.. Six- | 
teen years ago I set six pair of bar posts, 
all spht' out of the butt cut of. the same 
white oak log. One pair I set butt down. 
Another pair, one butt down and the other 
top down; the others top down. Four 
years ago those set butt down were all rot- 
ted off, and’had to be replaced by new ones. 
This. summer I bad occasion to reset those 
that* down. I found them all 
-sound..enough to reset. My experiments 
have convinced me ‘ies the best way is to 
set them top down. 


Keep THE’ Drains Crean.—An ex- 
change says: A plumber’s workman told 
our servants some years ago that the clog- 
ging up of drains frequently arose from the 
grease -which was poured into’them from | 
washings from cooking, and he advised them 
every week to pour down the drains from 
the sinks, soda dissolved in docking water ; 
this he said he had found by experience | 
would clear away the grease and prevent | 
clogging as nothing else would. . They fol- 
lowed:his advice, and from that time we had 
no trouble:or expense with our drains, pre- | 
viously réquiring frequent attention. When | 
we removed to another house, a very old 
one, we were again annoyed with -drain 
smells ; one cupboard in the kitchen partic- 
ularly was so offensive it made: the cook 
sick to go into it. She began the soda treat- 
ment again, and after persevering in it for 
some months the place smelt perfectly sweet. 
She used about a pound of soda with a pail 
of quite boiling water. It may be used 
more or less Kravently as occasion offers.
